HE INTEGRITY OF wrestling 

has been smeared long 
enough. As long as there are three 
champions, this sport will never 
have the honor it so richly deserves. 
The time has come for the three 
associations to behave like adults, 
settle their differences, and have a 
single championship for wrestling. 

Every sport needs a champion, a 
mark of excellence against which 
others can be compared. 
Competition is senseless without 
a goal. The quest to be champion 
over all spurs the best athletes to 
exceed themselves to greatness 
beyond their abilities. Regional 
titles lack the excitement of the 
single championship. 

A title should mean one person 
has proven himself better than any 
other man in the sport. Today, 
wrestling suffers under the yoke of 
split championships. It’s impossible 
for one man to consider himself the 
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best in his sport. No matter what he 
does, no man can face all the 
competition. He is forbidden to take 
on the leading contenders of the 
other divisions. So he can’t claim 
to be the best in the world. 

This is an outrage. Promoters and 
commissioners should try to work 
out some way to allow the three 
major champions to wrestle for a 
single title—the heavyweight 
wrestling championship of the 
world. The athletes who sacrifice 
their lives for this sport deserve 
the chance to be the best without 
question. 

While the athletes suffer, so do 
the fans and the sport. Each fan 
deserves the right to see the man 
who is unquestionably the best 
defending his reputation. Today, 
the fans are deprived of this most 
important spectacle. Instead, they 
can only wonder what would 
happen if the sport were unified. 

Everyone | speak with is sick and 
tired of this situation. In a world 
where people of all races, religions, 
and creed are learning to sit down 
and discuss differences, wrestling 
associations still refuse to talk to 


.each other. This puts them back 


with the Neanderthal man, each 
with his own territory and afraid to 
venture past its boundary. As far as 
wrestling associations care, 
millions of years of civilization 
never happened. 

History will be the real loser in 
this sorrowful situation. How can 
future generations be expected to 
believe today’s champions were 
great if the titleholders never ruled 
more than one-third of the sport? 
When most of the sport never 
faced the champion, it's difficult to 
believe he can be considered the 
best of his time. 


Chances are, fifty years from now 
Bruno Sammartino will be looked 
upon as a minor grappler. The fans 
will only take into account his small 
kingdom and not appreciate his 
great skills. Other present 
champions will suffer similar 
fates. The commissions have stolen 
today’s champions’ immortality, 
perhaps the greatest threat of all. 

The solution is so simple. All the 
commissioners have to do is sit 
down and iron out their differences. 
They've been unable to reach an 
agreement for almost two decades!

Such diplomatic incompetance 
cannot be tolerated. 

It’s about time the wrestlers 
decided to look out for their own 
glory. They should demand the 
commissioners get together and 
form one wrestling union, 
indivisible. Professional grapplers 
have too long tolerated the 
intolerable.

Dozens of phone calls were made to 
the NWA, along with countless 
interviews with top officials of the 
alliance. , 

Our investigation came to one 
single conclusion: Rocky Johnson 
should have won Terry Funk’s NWA 
title! 

Terry did not want to wrestle 
against Rocky Johnson. In previous 
encounters, Rocky had proven him- 
self to be a more worthy opponent 


~ for Funk. Most of their matches had 


gone to the one hour time limit. If 
one man was in a position to take 
Terry’s belt away, that man was 
Rocky Johnson. 

So Funk had to do something to 
ensure this match would be dif- 
ferent. Besides insisting on having 
his own timekeeper at the match, he 
also demanded the battle be length- 
ened to a time limit of 90 minutes. 
Terry figured there would be no 
possible way Johnson could last 
that long.

An effective body- 
slam and cradle won the first fall for 
Johnson. It also left Terry slightly 
dazed. He lay on the canvas for 
several seconds before action 
resumed for the second fall. 

Terry was luckier during the 
second fall. A brilliant display of 
wrestling maneuvers confused the 
challenger, and Funk was able to 
throw him out of the ring. Rocky 
tried to climb back in, but was 
counted out after 10 seconds.

would not behave like a madman. He 
would avenge his injuries, but he 
would do it with honor. 

When he was sufficiently recovered 
from his injuries to resume training, 
Bruno started working out as much as 
possible. Reports started coming in to 
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him about Hansen bragging every- 
where he went about how his “lariat” 
had crippled Bruno Sammartino. 
Many of Bruno’s fans were distressed 
to hear Hansen talk. They wanted to 
know where their champion was. They 
wanted to know what he was going to 


do to quiet Hansen once and for all. 


Slowly, Bruno became resolved to 
the idea of wrestling Hansen in every 
arena in the WWWFE to prove to the 
fans Stan’s bragging was just idle 
chatter. When he mentioned this to his 
doctor, the physician vetoed the idea. 
But Bruno had made up his mind, and 
no one could change it. A commitment 
to his fans meant more to Bruno 
Sammartino than the words of his 
doctors, no matter what the risk in- 
volved was. 

Finally it came time for Sammar- 
tino to make his return to wrestling. 
He signed to wrestle Stan Hansen in 
New York City’s Shea Stadium, before 
30,000 spectators. Again, the doctors 
warned Bruno to be as careful as 
possible, but Sammartino wouldn’t 
listen. He felt he had an obligation to 
his fans. 

That night, Bruno proved to the fans 
in New York he was a better man than 
Stan Hansen. He soundly defeated 
Stan, who was forced to flee from the 
ring for the safety of his dressing room. 
But for Bruno, this was only the 
beginning. 

Soon after that first match, many 
fans wrote to Bruno telling him how 
great he was that night. They were glad 
he had beaten the wrestler from Texas. 
But Bruno wasn’t satisfied. He 
wouldn’t be satisified until a// the fans 
had seen him defeat Hansen. He felt 
he owed them that much.

Louis Thesz came out of the 
ring at the Sam Houston Coli- 
seum on Friday night just bare

Fans flocked to the Coliseu 
to see what Ladd could do wit 
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ACK IN 1963, Ernie Ladd was 
more well known as a football 
player for the San Diego Chargers 
than asa wrestler. He had only been 
engaged in the mat wars for a few 
short months when he was slated to 
wrestle NWA champion Lou Thesz. 
Usually, no rookie can even 
dream of having a title shot until he 
has been wrestling professionally 
for a few years. But Ernie Ladd, who 
had captured the imagination of the 
fans, had earned a chance at the 
title after only a few months as a 
rookie!” 

Thousands of wrestling fans 
flocked to Sam Houston Coliseum to 
see how Thesz would handle this 
sensational rookie. No one was dis- 
appointed with the result. 

The NWAchampion was awarded 
the first fall of the night when he 
caught Ernie with a dropkick. Then 
Ladd surprised everyone by winning 
the second fall less than a minute 
later! 

The contest for the final fall 
proved to be the most interesting. 
Ernie had caught Thesz with a 
bearhug and looked as if he was 
about to end the match. Lou, a 
cunning veteran of many years, re- 
sorted to one of his oldest tactics. 
Thesz patted the rookie wrestler on 
the back so Ernie would think the 
referee had just awarded him the 
match. Ladd let go of the bearhug 
he had on Thesz. Lou jumped up and 
applied a back body drop to a very 
surprised Ernie Ladd. 

But things did not turn out right 
for Thesz. Ernie’s weight was too 
much tor Lou to handle, so both 
men fell to the canvas, completely 
stunned. The referee decided to call 
the match a draw, since neither 
man seemed ready to make a move 
at all. 
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I think that I should be the 
Wrestling Fan of the month be- 
cause when you step one foot in 
my room you can tell thatl ama 
wrestling fan. I have one of my 
walls filled up with wrestling 
posters (starting on the second 
wall), a collection of 66 wres- 
tling books, a miniature wres- 
tling ring, and 8 = 10 photos 
everywhere.

“But I can’t give up so easily. Sure, 
I've had a few setbacks.

We can only hope his conviction 
and dedication to the sport he loves so 
much will see him through this terrible 
trouble. oO

responsible to the fans in more 
ways than just grappling skills. 
They have a responsibility to take 
care of the sport itself. They can 
no longer sit back and let the 
commissioners slander the title. 
The athletes themselves must band 
together to protect themselves and 
the fans. 

The real champion of wrestling 
today isn't around yet. He'll be the 
man who organizes other grapplers 
and forces the commissions to 
unite. He'll be the sport's savior, 
the one to whom future generations 
will pay homage. The real battle in 
wrestling is not within the ropes— 
it’s behind commission doors! 

As of now, wrestlers have been 
hesitant to say anything or do 
anything. Ahtletes are traditionally 
the last people to unionize. They are 
also the most timid when it comes 
to confronting commission 


authority. However, wrestlers can 
no longer afford to sit back and let 
the sport be run into the ground 
by a few bureacratic bozos. 

The commissions are obviously 
incapable—or unwilling—to settle 
their differences. They can no 
longer be allowed to take their 
sweet time about saving the sport. 
They must be forced to unite. 

Fan are urged to write to the 
commissions and demand 
negotiations be started 
immediately. Wrestlers should also 
be contacted, asking them to unite 
their fellow athletes and force the 
commissions’ hands. After almost 
two decades of commission 
incompetance, the fans and 
wrestlers must begin to unite in 
one common goal. 

There are many great athletes in 
wrestling. The question is whether 
there is one single hero. O

No one can deny Bruno's greatness as he comes back from a neck 
injury to wreak revenge upon Stan Hansen. Yet, is this to be the 
first of many victories or a last triumph before the tragedy? 


Meanwhile, the doctors ordered 
Sammartino to take a rest before he 
tried wrestling again. They told him his 
commitment to his fans could wait until 
he was fully recovered. But Bruno still 
wouldn’t listen. The fans were more 
important to him than any personal 
problem, no matter what its effect 
might be. 

Fans in many parts of the WWWF 
started clamoring for another match 
between Bruno and Hansen. They had 
heard Hansen’s claims; now they 
wanted to see Bruno shut Stan up for 
good. Bruno started taking matches 
of all types everywhere in the WWWFE. 
His doctors grew more and more 
worried. 

To add more problems to the ones 
Bruno already had, three new oppo- 
nents came to the WWWFE to challenge 
Bruno for his title—Nikolai Volkoff, 
Bruiser Frank Brodie, and Doug 
Gilbert. Sammartino has accepted 
their challenges, besides his scheduled 
matches with Hansen. 

“I’m doing this for the fans,” said 
Bruno. “I don’t want them to think any 
less of me as a champion. I must wres- 
tle a full schedule now. I cannot allow 


the fans to think Stan Hansen has 
caused me to be any less of a wrestler 
than I was before. 

“The doctors have told me I 
shouldn’t return to wrestling fulltime.

many people who depend on me,” said 
Sammartino. “I cannot disappoint 
them.” 

Bruno continues to wrestle with all 
his brilliant fury.

They are the 
reason he had kept such a gruelling 
schedule instead of taking time off to 
allow his injuries to fully heal. 

The fans may be killing Bruno 
Sammartino, but he won’t let them 
know that. However, if the WWWEF 
champion should one day be per- 
manently injured, the fans will have no 
one to blame but themselves. oO
